A Terrible Gasoline Explosion at Zanesville, 
O.—Fatally Scalded. 


CINCINNATI, O., June 16.—A special from 
Zanesville, O., to the Times-Star says:: 
terrific explosion, succeeded by several 
secondary ones at 11:20 this morning startled 
the whole city.

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WILL STAND UNITED. 


The Pacific Coast Delegations to Act as a 
Unit on All Questions. 


CHICAGO, Hl., June 16.—The movement of 
the California delegation in favor of M. M. 
Estee for temporary or permanent Chairman 
ot the Chicago Convention will be supported 
by the Colorado member of the National 
Committee and by the Colorado delegation. 
The fact has been telegraphed Chairman 
Jones that the Pacific Coast delegation has de- 
cided that it will not vote for Sherman under 


any circumstances. In this, asin other mat- 
ters, the Colorado delegation has promised to 
act in unison with the Coast men. 

M. H. De Young of San Francisco said to 
the Associated Press representative: ‘‘The 
California delegation, a part of the Nevada 
and of the Oregon delegation, with the dele- 

ates from the Territories representing the 
Pacific Coast, held a conference on the train 
at which each man spoke for himself. All 
then and there agreed that the delegations 
should stand united at the convention and to 
vote and act as a unit upon all questions 
which may come up during its deliberations. 
They also decided to form a Pacific Coast del- 
egation of which Colorado should take a part, 
and assurances from the Colorado delegates 
were received, while we were in Denver, that 
they would stand with us and ratify what was 
done atthe conference. It was agreed that 
this move should be made in the interest of 
Mr. Biaine’s nomination and that we should 
make a special fight to that end.

WANT A SILVER PLANK. 

Another member of the delegation from 
Southern California said: ‘‘The delegutes 
will demand thata ne silver plank be put 
in the platform and that the tariff plank 
should speak in no uncertain terms for flat- 
footed protection. There is no doubt, as has 
been seen, that the Biaine sentiment has

Senator Harrieon was discussed and was for 
a time favored, but the point was made that 
he is not generally popular outside of his 
State; has very few votes of delegates outside 
of Indiana, and that he has not shown enough 
elements of pesitive strength outside of his 
Own State to make it advisable for New York 
to present his name. 

THE OHIO FAVORITS. 

Senator Sherman was under consideration 
at two different times in the progress of these 
negotiations. There has been very sharp 
75 geree to Mr. Sherman in the delegation. 
It did not seem probable that this antagonism 
could be so far overcome as to make it ex- 
pedient to attempt to unite the delegation 
upon bim. But the object of this investiga- 
tion was not to discover who could secure a 
pie tie A or a considerable portion of the 
delegation, but who could be accepted by the 
delegations from New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut as a unit. It was decided that it 
was not possible for New York to unite upon 
Mr. Sherman and his name was passed over. 
Later in the inguiry there was a very consid- 
erabie movement for Gov. Alger. It was 
urged that he possesses many of the valuable 
qualities of Senator Allison, with the addi- 
tional advantage that he has a good record as 
a soldier. Gov. Alger has secured some ve 
strong and influential friends in the New Yor 
delegation who have not yet abandoned him, 
but the objections urged to his candidacy 
were such as to render it impossible for the 
delegation to unite upon him. Discouraged 
bY these fruitiess efforts, there was a 
disposition on the part of some of the delega- 
tion toturnto Mr. Blaine. One of the most 
influential in the delegation has said, since 
the St. Louis Convention, that he felt willing 
to guarantee that Mr. Blaine would carry New 
York against the Democratic ticket; but the 
Biaine movement has not taken any new or 
definite shape, and perhaps it may be said 
mat the Blaine movement is not now regarded 
as among the possibilities in the New York 
delegation. 

UNABLE TO AGREE. 

The only thing certain about all the nego- 
tiations, which have been conducted between 
the New York delegation and the leading Re- 

ublicans from different sections, is that the 

‘ew York delegation has been unable vo 
agree, and that the indications now are that 
the delegation assembled in Chicago without 
having been able to arrive at any definite con- 
clusion, and it will be very difficult for the ad- 
vocates of any of the various candidates to 
suggest tothe leading members of the dele- 
gation any argument in favor of any candi- 
date, which has not already been carefully 
considered by them. The New York delega- 
tion at the outset, therefore, is not likely to 
bring to the deliberations at Chicago any ma- 
ture judgment as to the proper person to be 
selected as the candidate. 
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THE MAINE DELEGATION,

Intense Excitement in Chicago—The Work 
of Wire-Pullers. 


Curcaco, III., June 16.—Never before in the 
history of national political conventions have 
the clans begun gathering as early as they 
have to the one to soon meet in Ohica- 
go’s great convention ball. Only a 
minor fraction of the delegates are 
here, but the advance guards from 


every State are on the ground, feeling the 
sentiment of the different workers who have 
already established headquarters. The ex- 
cited talk of wire-pullers ia 
every hand. The talkers 
resent their principals, y to 
feel the pulse of the multitude 
onthe different candidates. The element of 
uncertainty is the strongest characteristic of 
the present situation. Of the eight or ten 
different candidates inthe fleid every one, 
from a Republican standpoint, is unexcep- 
tionable. 

The Hon. Harry Conant, formerly Michi- 
gan’s Secretary of Stute, speaking of Aiger 
to-day, said: ‘‘Gen. Alger isthe first candi- 
date ever put up as a representative of the 
commercial interests. He is a suecessful 
business man, employing anarmy of work- 
men, and has never in his life hada difficult 
with them. Then no one has a better reco 
than he as a Governor and a soldier.“ 

NO HOOSIER FIGHT. 

The Hon. J. W. Crumpacker, delegate from 
Laporte, Ind., said to-day: There is no fight 
in our delegation between Harrison and Gres- 
ham. At least 90 per cent of the delegates 
don’t care which one gets it. I like Gresham 
as well as I do Harrison, but will support Har- 
son with all my strength until 1 see it is hope- 
less.

Six Republican State Con- 
ventions, those of Massachusetts, Vermont, 
Delaware, Minnesota, Maine and Kansas have 
28 insisted on the adoption of such a 
plank.

The movement 
caused considerable surprise, as it was 
regarded by the on-lookers as a recognition 
and personal interest in Judge Grésham’s 
campaign.

LANCASTER—GLOVER. 


The Jury Spends the Whole Day in Discuss- 
lung a Verdict. 


The jury in the Lancaster-Glover libel suit 
reassembled in Judge Valliant’s court this 


morning for the purpose of considering the 
verdict. At twenty minutes past 10 o’clock 
the Judge handed over the instructions and 
papers in the case together with the form 
of a verdict, and the Sheriff was 
directed to clear the court-room. Owing to 
the utter lack of decent accommodation for 
jurors in retirement at the Court-house, the 
rooms set apart for that purpose being too 
small and badly ventilated, the court deter- 
mined to give up the court-room 
to the jury for its deliberations. 
All persons were removed and the 
Sheriff locked the outer doors. Deputy Col- 
lins seated himself in a chair in the lobby, 
closely guarding the jury-room, and the 
crowd quietly dispersed. At 1 o’clock the 


jurors were released for lunch, and at2o’clock 
they resumed their deliberations. 
THE CLOSING ARGUMENT. 

When Judge Valliant took the bench in 
Court-room No. b yesterday morning to hear the 
clesing effort in the Lancaster-Glover trial the 
chamber was crowded to the doors. There 
were fully 300 men in the room who had come 
to listen to Attorney Laughiin’s closing 
speech in the case. On the bench 
with the Judge sat Judge Peers of the Court 
of Appeals, Judge Edwards of St. Charlies 
County and Judge Thomas of Jefferson County. 
Among the spectators were: T. Aj Russell, 
F. W. Cline, Frank M. Ryan, Bennett Pike, J. 
O. Orrick, Arthur Lee, Gerald Griffin, Henry 
W. Bond anda number of other well-known 
lawyers. Mr. Laughlin opened his speech by 
saying that ne was there to defend the honor 
of a friend, who, when he was a struggling boy, 
helped him. He dwelt at length upon politics 
pure and otherwise and mingled humor and 

athos as it were, to some extent. He re- 
erred tothe civil war and the purity of the 
Republican administration and introduced 
some national history into the case. He did 
not review the evidence largely, but spent 
some time in comparing the characters of the 
plaintiff and defen¢ ut and went back as far 
as 1870 and 1872 in political reminiscences. 
He spoke slowly a: deliberately, clearing 
his throat with lemon jaice and using his 
handkerchief with some effect, caressing it 
and dashing it down violently on the table as 
his sentiments were soft or forcible. 

»The South ne produced but one great 
man during that r. It was not Jefferson 
Davis, it was not Robt. E. Lee, but Stonewall 
Jackson,’’ went onthe attorney as he turned 
his attention to the civil war. „ M. Frost’s 
military record was the subject of his on- 
slaught this time, and the Speaker attacked it 
fiercely, dwelling on the Arkansas episode and 
General Order No. 22 with especial unction. 
Then ‘‘these arc the men,’’ he ssid, ‘‘that 
John M. Glover has brought forward for his 
defense. And what did Glover do after his 
return to Washington? He writes a scurrilous 
letter to a Senator’’—and Mr. Laugblin quoted 
the well-known document. He did this 
under the cloak of his office,’’ went on the 
attorney, and then coming here offers the 
action as a privilege, this privilege of a 
coward.

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|THE HEAVIEST RAINFALL 


NOTHING IKE TTOBSER 
HAS HAD-A SIGNAL STATION. 


. im Less 
Than Eleven Hours—The Biggest Pre- 
vious Falls in the Past Eighteen Years— 
Clear Weather Predicted—The Effect of 
the Water-onthe Sewers. 


The accumulated effects in volume of the 
rain which has fallen sinoe- about the hour of 
midnight last night are far greater than 
would at first consideration appear. More 
rain had fallen within the twelve hours ending 
at aboutnoon to-day than has been observed 
in the same space of time since the Signal Ser- 
vice Station was established in this city. 
In other words the present has deem the heavi- 
est fall of rain seen in this city for the past 
eighteen years. The thunderstorm last night 
was one of the most terrific ever observed in 
this city and would alone have succeeded in 
making the night of June 15-16, 1888, a mem- 
orabie one without record of the enormous 
quantities of water which descended in tor- 
rents to the earth. The atmosphere seemed 
surcharged with electricity and the effects 
were at once startiing and magnificent. Not 
seconds, but only fractions of those minute 
divisions of time interrupted the biinding 
flashes of purple and white light, to be fol- 
lowed by crashes of thunder which shook the 
foundations of houses and made the windows 
rattle in their settings. The flash and the 
crash seemed to come simultaneously, and the 
uninterrupted cannonading awoke the sleep- 
ing cit — t it awake for a

The first drops 
began to fall at 11:45, and from that 
on there was no absolute cessation, 
At times the water fell in sheets almost and 
the lightest fall wouldibe considered ordinarily 
heavy. At6o’clock this morning the man on 
night duty at the Signal Service tower in the 
Custom-house measured the fall, andin that 
time found that there had fallen 8.1 inches of 
water; that is to say, if all the rain that —— 
come down were held in a huge receiving 
of indefinite measurement its depth woal be 
— by two and one-tenth inches on a 
rule. 

This is regarded as a particutarly 1 
rainfall. At 10:45 o’clock this mornin 
other measurement was taken, and i ons 
found that in the eleven hours ending at that 
time 4.40 inches had fallen. Thus since 6 
o’clock this morning 2.8.inchesof rain nad 
descended upon the earth. 

BEATS THB RECORD. 

This beats anything ever observed at — 
station, said Sergt. Chappel to-da 
“The next heaviest. fall of 9 on 
records was on February 19, by rr 
in fifteen hours’ time there was Aan ot 
inches. The third heaviest fall ‘that has o- 
ourred was on June 26, 1886, when in thirteen 
hours 8.89 inches fell. On that oocasion the 
rain began to fall at 20 clock in the afternoon 
and continued until 8:15 inthe morning. So 
you see the present fall far s asses anything 
observed here since the station was estab- 
lished in November, 1870. This present storm 
was more local than otherwise. There wus 
rain at Cairo to the extent of .84 of an inch, 
and at Springfield, Ul,, to the northeast to 
the extent of .420f an Inch. To the east at 
Indianapolis there was no ram, and to the 
south west at Springfield, Mo., there was none, 
There was some to the northwest, however,

WIN THE SUBURBAN. 


Some-Interesting Information About the Big 
Mace at Coney Island—American Athletes 
in England—Sporting News in General— 
Base Sali News and Gossip. 


Any number of men in this city lost money 
on Terra Cotta in the big Suburban race which 
was run at Coney Island Thursday. The horse 
was backed heavily and from all accounts 
should have won the big event. This may 
prove some consolation to the backers of Terra 
Cotta. The following description of the race 
may prove of interest, written as it was di- 
ectly after the running: 

Every newspaper man placed Terra Cotta 
first at the end of the race forthe Suburban 
to-day. But, after about a moment’s hesita- 
tion, the men who hoist the numberof the 
winner put No. 20n the upright opposite the 
grand stand, and slowly hoisted it. No. 2 was 
Elkwood. When the people saw this there 
wasa good dealof surprise, some hissing, 
which soon died out, and themonly murmurs 
of dissatisfaction. 

The whole Western division played Terra 
Cotta, hence the decision was particularly 
hard, especially as the ownersof the horse 
‘were not here to look after their in- 
and they =undoubtediy lost 
this magnificent race by gross mis- 
management. Any good rider would have 


won by a couple of lengths with Terra Cotta. 
Kiley tet him run to the outside as they swung 
into the stretch. Then he did not come on 
straight, and somehow or other let the horse 
get to the extreme outside. This lost him the 
race, and made a difference to agreat many 
ofthe spectators of about halfa million dol- 
lars, for the winner, Elkwood, was at 25 to l, 
and soarcely anybody played it. Still, the 
book-makers had to pay out rather hand- 
somely for Terra Cotta for the place. 
Seventeen starters went to the post, 
and after several breaks, and Oon- 
nemara had caused a further delay, 
Caldwell got down on to the track, ran 
between the horses and dropped the flag 
from behind them. For all but Grover Cleve- 
land and Banburg the start was fair enough. 
The twonamed ran by the stand last and 
about twenty lengths behind the leaders. 
Meantime, Royal Arch, Eurus, Firenzi, Joe 
Cotton, Triboulet and Elxwood ran about as 
named for seven furlongs. Terra Cotta, at 
this point was interfered with to some extent, 
Elkwood atone time ooing justin front of 
him. But fromthe half-mile pole round the 
lower turn, Terra Cotta began a great run. 
From seventh place he ran up to second in 
about a quarter ofa mile. Firenzi was a head 
in front of him at the three-quarters with Eurus 
third, a head behind, and Elkwood Fourth. 
Firenzi came into the stretch next the ralis, 
Elkwood in the center, Terra Cotta wide on 
the outside, and with so much dash and Kiley 
sitting so still, that your correspondent, who 
— nos have him in his calculations, threw 
down his glass and said in disgust: ‘‘Terra 
Cotta wins!’’ Butit isan old story with ad- 
mirers of Elkwood that no horse can beat him 
from the head of the stretch to the judges’ 
stand; and this was the case to-day. He stuck 
to his work so gamely that Kiley must have 
ot rattled; fifty yards from the end it 
ooked as It Terra Cotta would certainly 
win by daylight; that is, he was going 
so much faster, apparently, than was Eik- 
wood. Meantime, Garrison was fraatically at 
work on Firenzi. This great little mare stuck 
to her work like a trump. The three passed 
the judges nearly on a line, butthe newspaper 
fellows to a man said: Terra Cotta by a bead, 
a neck between Elkwood and Firenzi.’’ How- 
ever, the press stand is not exactly opposite 
the finish, and we might have been deceived.

But as usual, the 
pace was a false one in some respects. Half a 
dozen good borses ran in time quite as fast as 
the winner, timed from where they got off. 
There will be a renewal of this race on Satur- 
day, when the fleid will be smaller, owing to 
the small added money. But if the 
weather keeps good the winner is 
liable to run in nearly 2:07%. Kiley, 
who rode Terra Cotta, tells me that 
he thought he had won. The horse stays here 
for the present, but Kiley goes back to- 
morrow. None of the good judges liked the 
horse as far as looks go, for he was dry and 
‘*baked,’’ but his action was good. After the 
race tne crowd—30,000 strong—gradually left 
the place, and by the time the last race was 
run, the place bore the aspect of a deserted 
battle-fieid, for the betting ring had been one 
of the most wonderful sights of the day. 
Four or five bookmakers were knocked off 
their stands, their money-boxes overtarned 
and the money lost. All this unwittingly, un- 
— — The mob could not be controlled. 
They would bet and didn’t seem to care how 
they got their vouchers. 

The club gave out to the press immediately 
after the race that next year the added money 
would be $10,000, or double the amount this 
year. Mr. Gratz, owner of Elkwood, had $100 
each way On his horse. He backed him to win 
a lot of money inthe Brooklyn handicap, but 
the muddy track prevented that. Mr. Gratz 
says if it had been a dry track that day Elk 
wood would have beaten The Bard, but the 
best judges do not agree with him. Still, old 
Elkw is a remarkably consistent per- 
former. At his best he can always beat 2:08.

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NEW YORK ACTORS AND MANAGERS NAR 
ROWLY ESCAPE BEING SWINDLED. 


An Alleged Brother of Maud Granger Ar- 
ranges for a Benefit at the People’s Thea- 
ter—The Names of Well-Known Theatri- 
cal People Used in Connection With the 
Affair—Exposure of the Bold Fraud.

New York, June 16.—The patrons of the 
People’s Theater in the Bowery have found 
the front page of the programme taken up all 
this week with the one display advertise- 
ment telling of the benefit to Frank C. Gran- 
ger on Sunday evening, June 17. On the com- 
mittee were Lester Wallack, Henry E. Dixey, 
H.C. Miner, Rhea, Kyrie Bellew, Rudolph 
Aronson, J. Charies Davis, Selina Dolaro, 
Maud Granger and Miss Agnes Proctor. The 
Granger mentioned in the notice is a 
dapper young man, with a weak bit of a 
mustache and a nervous manner. What 
he did, Mr. J. Chas. Davis, managerfor Harry 
Miner, tolddast evening: Several days ago, 
he said, ‘‘a young man came into the office 
and said he was the brother of Miss Maud 
Granger, and wished to have the theater for 
Sunday evening, June 17. He asked about 
rates, talkedlike a man who knew what he 
was about and went away. He came back in 
a day or two with a young man whom he in- 
troduced as Lindemann, and this friend put 
up a check for $100 as the first payment on the‘ 
rent and other expenses. The man who satd 
his name wes Granger has been in and out 
several times a day ever since. He prepared 


the ‘copy’ for an ‘ad,’ and the copy for 
some three sheet posters he was going to run 
out on Sanday. tickets, too, were 
printed, and those, of course, he took away 
with him. He said he had letters from Mr. 
Wallack and Mr. Sanger, 1 „ I think he 
showed them, and asked Mr. Miner’s per- 
mission to put his name on the committee. 
He would chat freely about Miss Granger, 
brought us news of her health and of her 
plans for next year, who she 
thought of haying as leading man and all 
that. He seemed thoroughly at home 
in theatrical business. On Tuesday 
last he asked the courtesy of a box at the 
matinee for his sister, Miss Granger, sayin 
that she wished to see ‘Among the Pines, 
and wished to bring a friend or two, It was 
accorded her, of course, but before the house 
opened he came to say that Miss Granger was 
ill and could not cowe, but sent her regreta 
and hertbanks. Well, would you believe it, 
but you could have knocked Mr. Miner and 
myself over with a single feather when Mr. 
Tremaine,Maud Granger’s busband, walked in 
tee pacing afternoon and said Miss Granger 

ad no brother and that the fellow was a fraud 
of the Benson type. But here is Mr. Tremaine, 
he can tell you the rest. 

ON THE WARPATH. 

The busband of Miss Granger had been walt - 
ing all evening for the arrival of his brother- 
in-law, but had failed to meet him. He said: 
Tam just waiting to lay hands on that fel- 
low.

Miss Granger had been no- 
ticed inthe papers as going to Europe last 
week, but she did not start. was in Kansas 
City this week, and should have been in Mil- 
waukee to-night only some printing got 
mixed and I ‘came on to New York to look 
after it.

I have not seen any one yet, but I have 
no doubt that it has been a complete sell all 
through. He has dropped to the fact thatl 
am in town and that his game is up, but just | 
think of the cheek of the fellow and those who 
are with bim. This afternoon while I was 
here a woman calied on Miss Granger and had 
the audacity to ask her to allow the fraud 
show to go on. The visitor said she was the 
wife of the man; had married him only to 
find that he was a fraud, and now after he had 
got the return from his venture she was going 
to take her share of it and get a divorce from 
him. Miss Granger could not do justice to 
the situation, but said the woman shed 
tears foo prettily. She told the woman to 
have her husband see me, but he has not done 
90. It is not the first time this rasca! hae been 
up to this trick, though not exactly in this 
shape. In Buffalo a year or two he went 
about trying to get people to back him in some 
scheme of putting a company on the road and 
using Miss Granger's name, 

SAYING HE WAS HER BROTHER.

can’t recall what it was nor where the house 
was. I wanted to go up-stairs then and meet 
him, but the woman hesitated and said he was 
not in, though a moment before she inadvert- 
ently said he was. He may have succeeeded 
somewhere in this game of his. Anyhow, all 
I want now is to get hold of him and he will be 
put out of the way tor a time.
